SEIZED SEALERS. 


A British and American Schooner 
Taken by the Rush. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON. Sept. 30. — A report 
was today received by Capt. Shoemaker 
of the revenue cutter service from Capt. 
g. L. Hooper, in command of the patrol 
fleet in Behring Sea, as to the seizure 
of two sealing vessels for violation of 
the Paris award. 

The first vessel scized was the Brit- 
ich schooner E. B. Marvin, taken by the 
Rush on September 2, within the sixty- 
mile zone, on a charge of using fre- 
arms. In charge of @ prize crew she 
was sent to Dutch Island Harbor in 
‘Alaska, where, on September 9, she was 
Aelivered to the British authorities. 
The second vessel was the American 
gealer Louis Olsen, also taken by the 
Rush and seized on September 3 and 
placed in charge of Lieut. Dunwoody. 
who was directed to proceed with her 
to Astoria, Or., her home port, where 
she was delivered to the United States 
Marshal. It is charged that the Olsen 
is not duly_licensed.

A New Jersey Town in a Ferment of 
Excitement. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

TUCKAHOE (N. J.) Sept. 30.—Late 
last night a number of young men dis- 
covered the corpse of a woman lying 
exposed beside an open grave in the 
local cemetery. Upon investigation it 
was found to be the body of Mrs. Mary 
Wallace, the deceased wife of a well- 
known Prohibitionist of this place. 

The appearance of the coffin showed 
that it had been roughly handled, and 
the body had been subjected to rough 
usage also.

She Accepts the British

MPGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LONDON, Sept. 30.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) It is announced that China has 
accepted the ultimatum, and that the 
Viceroy of Sze-Chuan, who is held to 
have been responsible directly or indi- 
rectly for the massacre of missionaries 
in territory under his jurisdiction, has 
been degraded. 

The reason for the delay in organizing. 
and sending forward the American com- 
mission to Cheng-Tu has just trans- 
pired. It arose from the insistence of 
our State Department in sending the 
commission overland instead of up the 
Yang-tse-Kiang River. The Chinese 
government was extremely unwilling to. 
have the journey made in this fashion, 


while they had no objection to sefiding 
the commi up the river im a 
steamboat. As the department felt that 


the passage of the commission overland 
throu the breadth of China, accom- 
pani by a formidable escort, would 
have a most salutary moral effect upon 
the Chinese, resembling as it would a 
demonstration in force, the point was 
insisted upon and it is felt that @ sub- 
stantial advantage has been gaine 

the concession. 

DENBY’S ABSTRACT. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Minister 
Denby cabled the State Department 
from Peking as follows: 

* 1 decree issued abstract re- 
sponsibility. for the Sze-Chuan riots 
rests with officials. Viceroy Liu care- 
less; took no notice of the beginning of 
the riots. He is deprived of office, 
never to be employed; other officials 
to be punished.” 

This would seem fo indicate that the 
crisis impending in China involving a 
naval demonstration by forces 


by compilance with“ the 

mands of the British. cannot be 
learned whether the decree conceded all 
demands made. The cablegram makes 
no reference to the sweeping conditions 
imposed by the British Minister that 
guilty officers be punished by suspen- 
sion for three years in all promotions 
and appointments in civil service in the 
province of Sze-Chuan. Viceroy Liu, 
whose fall is announced, has been in 
trouble before. It is said that he was 
found guilty last November of misap- 
propriation of funds and later on, be- 
cause French investigations showed he 
was responsible for the Cheng-Tu riots, 
he was obliged tb pay an indemnity 
of $800,000 to the French Catholic mis- 
sions from his own pocket. 

The present conclusion, which has 
been brought about apparently by Brit- 
ish threats, will not involve the aban- 
donment of the independent investiga- 
tion into the Cheng-Tu riots ordered by 
Secretary Olney. There has been a 
change in the personnel of the commis- 
sion. Commander Barber, the naval 
attache, who has fallen ill, having been 
relieved from duty as commisstoner by 
Lieutenant-Commander John P. Mer- 
rill, executive officer .of U.S.S. Balti- 
more. 

THE BRITISH FLEET. 

LONDON, Sept. 30.—A ‘special dis- 
patch from Shanghai says that Ad- 
miral Buller, with fourteen ships be- 
longing to the British fleet in Chinese 
waters, will proceed on Wednesday 
next to Nanking and present the Vice- 
roy of that place with important dis- 
patches. The officials of the Foreign 
Office this afternoon stated that the de- 
cree had already been published in 
the Peking Official Gazette, ordering 
fhe Viceroy of Sze-Chuan stripped of 
his rank for failing to protect mission- 
aries in his district, and, as.warning to 
others, it is further directed that he 
shall not be again permitted to take 
office. The decree also denounced sub- 
ordinate officials for failing to take 
proper action in an emergency.

It is with much regret that 
the President makes the announcement 
that the country is thus to lose from 
command of its army this distinguished 
general who did so much for its honor 
and efficiency, while they will not fall 
to gratefully remember and appreciate 
how fgithfully he served his country in 
times of peace by his splendid and suc- 
cessful performance of civil as well as 
military duty. Lieut.-Gen. Schofield'’s 
career, exhibiting unvarying love for his 
profession, sgealous care for its honor 
and good name. just apprehension of the 
subordination it exacts and constant 
manifestation of the best traits of true 
Americanism, furnished to the army an 
example of inestimable value and 
should teach all our people that the 
highest soldierly qualifications are built 
upon the keenest sense of obligations 
belonging to good citizenship.

DAN’L IS DISPLEASED. 


GEN. MILES ’SCOOPED” HIM ON THE 
NEWS. 


The Secretary of War Thinks That 
He Should Have Been the Source 
Whence the Public Got Its In- 
formation About the Army 
pointment. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) - 
WASHINGTON, Sept. %.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Secretary Lamont is much 
displeased because Gen. Miles an- 


nounged 

designated by the President as com- 
mander of the army. The order direct- 
ing Gen. Miles to take command, which 
was prepared at the War Department 
this morning, has been held upon the 
Secretary’s orders. By some it is said 
that it will be only delayed, while oth- 
ers thin it may be revoked. The de- 
lay at any rate is intended as a rebuke 
to Gen. Miles for publishing official in- 
formation in the newspapers in advance 
of its communication through the reg- 
ular channels, army orders. As a good 
newspaper man, Secretary Lamont, it 
is presumed, resents being “scooped.” 

Secretary Lamont was doubly an- 
noyed today on account of the Miles 
‘Interview and because Gen. Schofield 
signalized his retirement from office by 
ordering the arrest and imprisonment 
of the erratic Maj. Armes. It is be- 
lieved that the latter will be released 
after a formal show of investigating 
the case is made.

Widespread Efforts ol

Thousands of Dollars’ Worth of 
Handen. 


A Great Quantity of Suspicious 
Tools Found at Edward 
Lang’s House. 


The Electrician a Resident of San 
Francisco for Seven Years and 
Has Handled Stellen Goods 
Mach of the Time.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. #.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The exclusive publication 
of the simultaneous arrest in San Fran- 
cicso and Los Angeles of a gang of 
burgiars caused a sensation here, even 
among the police, for it was known only 
to the head of the force and a few de- 
tectives engaged on the case. Chief 
Crowley received a dispatch from Los 
Angeles today, stating that an officer 
had left that city, and was on the way 
here to get Edward Lang. From addi- 
tibnal information now in the hands of 
Detectives Gibson, Reynolds, Dillon and 
Crockett, to whose credit the capture 
is due, it appears that the work of the 
gang, for whom Lang was a “fence,” 
was read: Riley is Lang's 
brother-in-law, and it was through let- 
ters sent to him from this city that the 
operations of the gang first came to 
light. 

Lang is a married man, and up to 
the time of his arrest lived with his 
wife and three children at No. 40 Dore 
street. He has been a resident of the 
city for seven years, and bore the gen- 
eral reputation of being a hard-working 
man and a peaceable citizen. He is an 
expert electrician, and has leen em- 
ployed for a long time by the city and 
Hetty & Co. He did all the work of 
fitting the different offices at police 
headquarters. with annunciators and 
other electrical appliances, and at the 
same time was disposing of plunder 
sent here to him by’a gang of burglars 
operating in interior towns. It is 
known that recently: the fruits of six 
burglars, representing a cash value of 
ab $3000, passed through Lang's 
nat ds. The burglaries were committed 
in Los Angeles, and are the most re- 
cent acts of the band of burglars. 

The detectives searched Lang’s resi- 
dence Sunday, and found a great quan- 
tity of burglars’ tools, showing that if 
he did not turn his hand to the busi- 
ness himself, he kept a stock of tcols on 
hand so as to furnish his companions 
in crime with everything necessary. Be- 
sides burglars’ tools, some stolen prop- 
erty was also recovered from the house. 
A number of watches and other articles 
that Lang had disposed of at a pawn- 
shop at No. 9 Lick Place, were recovered | 
on a search warrant. In one of the 
Los Angeles burglaries over $300 worth 
of stamps were taken, but of these the 
detectives have found no trace. The 
arrest is considered;one of the greatest 
importance, as Lang is believed to be 
the moving spirit of the band of thieves. 


COMPLAINTS FILED, 


Specific Charges Made Against the 
Allemwed Burglars. 

The publication in The Times yester- 
day of the arrest of Edward Lang and 
his confederates—Riley or Davis, Moss 
and Williams—created somewhat of a 
sensation in police circles. Outside of 
the Chief and a few trusted detectives 
who worked up the case, the officers 
knew nothing themselves of the opera- 
tions of the gang and the arrest of the 
principals. 

Fearing that some enterprising attor- 
ney might try to get a writ of habeas’ 
corpus for the prisoners, Detective 
Goodman was up bright and early and 
filed complaints against them. The 
complaints are three in number and 
charge Ed Lang. J. H. Davis (true 
name unknown, but thought to be Ri- 
ley,) Frank Moss and Harry Williams, 
jointly, with three separate burglaries. 

The houses robbed are specified as 
being those of Alphonso Rueff and Mrs. 
Campbell, on September 18, and the res- 
idence of R. T. Vining, No. 1641 Orange 
street, September 21, At the latter place 
the booty secured is alleged to have 
consisted of six solid silver black cof- 
fee spoons, a revolver, a razor, a lady's 
gold neckchain, three ladies’ breastpins 
and an earring, all of considerable 
value. . 

Detectives Goodman, Bradish and 
Steel jointly worked up the evidence 
here and succeeded in bagging their 


game. The capture is as good a piece“ 


of work as they ever did and they are 
justly deserving of congratulations. 
The detectives are still working up 


further evidence and they intimate that 


there is a great deal more sensational 
news connected with the case than has 
yet been published.

LOGGING CAMPS. 


Where Good and Bad Lamber r- 


pared for Market. 
(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 


Have you ever been in & Wisconsin 
lumber camp? All the cutting of trees 
is done in the winter, so thé great logs 
can be rolled over the ice and snow to 
the river; In the spring they are start- 
ed down stream to the mill, the men fol- 
lowing them on the bank until the logs 
get in a lock, where they spring cut on 
the tangled mass of loose logs, jumping 
from one to another with dexterity, 
born of experience and cool-headedness, 
for it requires both to tread a rolling 
lox, which may sink or whirl over more 


rapidly than it is possible to calculate 
upon. 
When the get into the lock orpo- 


site the mill, they are stopped and one 
by one sent up an endless-chain cable 
track to the cutters, who roll and fas- 
ten the logs into cleats, which are at- 
tached o the side of a flat cable car. 
One man attends to the brake, the 
other to the log. The car runs the log 
against a great disk-like saw, that 
turns it as easily as we slice fruit cake. 
The cleats are then adjusted so the next 
section shall be taken off. 

When the log is half sliced it is 
whirled over and the other nalf treated 
in the same way. The first cut from 
the log is mainly bark, and chis runs 
straight down a cable track until it 
reaches three or four saws, which cut 
seg short lengths for laths or re- 


The white, smooth slices are carried 
up to the édgers by a man who directs 
their ccurse, and this edger neatly 
trims off the edges; then the plank runs 
down another track outdoors, where the 
inspector sits, pencil in hand, to 
the worm-éaten wood, which is.compar- 
atively worthless, and which is sepa- 
rated from the good Ju r. It yqu go 
down to the river beak. where there 
are logs piled for cutting, you can dis- 
tinctly hear the borers, or worms, at 
work under the bark: They make a 
clicking noise, not unlike a frog’s note 
or a woodpecker’s tapping. The borers 
rarely infest Any but dead, dry Snes, 
so the logs are mainly kept in the water 
until needed. 

The woods composed entirely of pine 
trees, with their slender, straight 
trunks and top foliage, are very inter- 
esting places, and the trees grow 80 
close together that it is often very be- 
wildering, and one ready to be- 
lieve all the stories that are told of peo- 
ple lost in the pines. 

The mills are filled with a delicious 
odor of pine pitch, and the ‘oggers ard 
lumbermen are usually a sturdy-look- 
ing lot of men, which perhaps shows 
the salutary effect of living among the 
life-giving pines. _ 


Saving Seeds. 

(C. S. Shelby in Farm News.) Millions 
of dollars are paid out for 8e i in this 
country every year because a supply is 
not saved from home gardens. For 
years we followed the practice of sav- 
ing seeds for our own use, and we 
found it paid in two ways. It saved the 
expense of buying a new supply every 
year, and gave us a chance to so. 
seeds of varieties that were adapted 
to our climate and soil, which is a 
matter of importance. We tried new 
varieties every year, but our main 
crops were always such as we knew 
would do well with us, and by this 
r we never ran risks of fallure 
by having planted seeds that were not 
adapted to our surroundings. Many 
times a very meritorious variety in one 
place is of no value a few hundred 
miles away, and in this

tried save seeds from radishes or 
cabbage, as there is a constant im- 
provement in these made by specialists, 
and if care is taken better seeds can 
be bought than home grown. In the 
matter of cabbages and cauliflowers, 
especially the earlier sorts, too much 
care cannot be taken in buying serds, 
for there is a vast difference in strains 
of these, and a good early Jersey Wake- 
field cabbage is as much better than a 
poor one, as can be imagined. 

In saving seeds they should be thor- 
oughly dried, and kept in a place where 
they will not be exposed to extreme 
cold, though most of them will endure 
any degree of weather and grow, but a 
good many are somew

“ALBANY (or.) Sept. 30.—Full par- 
ticulars of the tragedy by which Mrs. 
Lottle Hyatt was shot and fatally in- 
_ jared at her home near Scio, a small 


and remote town in Linn county, have 


been just received, and altogether they 
furnish a very strange story of a wo- 
n’s murderous jealousy. Mrs. John 
nnah, 45 years of age, and the 
mother of a family, donned masculine 
garb and false whiskers and last Thurs- 
day night entered the house of Mrs. 
Lottie Hyatt and shot her twice. Her 
motive was jealousy. Mrs. Hyatt, she 
believed, had estranged the affections 
of her husband. 

The Hyatt family, together with Mrs. 
Elizabeth Holman, Mrs. Lottie Hyatt's 
mother, lives about a quarter of a mile 
above Jordan’s store, at a settlement 
eight miles from Scio, and on Thursday 
evening last about dusk, their home 
was approached by a man who gruf- 
fly demanded admittance. This being 
accorded him he entered, and, drawing 
a pistol, told the inmates to throw up 
their hands and say where they kept 
their money. Old Mrs. Holman, aged 
82, resented the intrusion and promptly 
seized a billet of wood and gave the 
intruder a sound on the face with 
it, being instantly ked down for 
cher temerity. 

Having quieted the aged woman, the 
man turned upon Mrs. Hyatt with his 
six-shooter and began firing. One shot 
went wild, but the second and third 
struck the unfortunate woman in the 
head and she sank dying to the floor. 
The robber, to make sure of his work, 

dent over the prostrate woman and 
shook her violently to ascertain whether 
she was dead or not. This act was 
witnessed by old Mrs. Holman, who re- 
gained consciousness about that time. 
The scoundrel fled and Mrs. Holman 
made haste to Jordan’s store for help. 
Several men o were at the store 
hastened to t tt house. They 
‘found on the floor a t, a false mus- 
tache and a pair of eye-glasses. Some 
one present recognized the hat as the 


property of young Hannah, who lived 


near by, and this announcement pre- 
cipitated a search for the young man, 
who was not found until early m@rning. 
When charged with the deed and 
confronted with the hat he denied the 
killing, but admitted the hat was his 
property, declaring further that his 
mother had borrowed it the evening be- 
fore, but for purpose he did not know, 
remarking incidentally that she had 
not returned home until 10 o’clock in the 
morning. The searchers immediately 
sought out Mrs. John Hannah, the boy’s 
mother, and, under menacing inquir- 
ies, she at last broke down and con- 
fessed that she had taken a suit of her 
husband’s clothes and her son’s hat, 
donned them and done the work.

CAUGHT BY THE DRAGNET. 
New Testimony in Favor of Durrant. 
Claims in Rebuttal. 
MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 30.—The 
next important witness who will give 
his testimony in the Durrant case is 
Charles T. Lenahan, who will swear 
that, on the afternoon of April 13, he 
entered the store of Adolph Oppenheim 
and offered to sell a small diamond 
ring. The defense accepts as true the 
statement by Oppenheim that early in 
April 4 young man entered his estab- 
lishment and offered for sale a ring. 
Attorney Deuprey made such an ac- 

~ kKnowledgment in his opening address 
to the jury. There the concession of the 
defendant ends. He then claims that 
it was Lenahan and not Durrant who 
made the offer. , 

The prosecution, ‘as a matter of 
course, is obliged to meet the claim of 
the defense that Lenahan called on Op- 
penheim, although the contention is de- 
nied. While Oppenheim claims that 
Durrant entered the store and walked 
up to him at the counter Lenahan 
claims that Oppenheim was at the 
door of his store when he accosted 
him. Lenahan says he carried an 
umbrella that day, but did 
take it into Oppenheim's place. He 
says he left it with his friend, Harry 

* Mahoney, who waited outside. Loung 
Mahoney does not recollect whether 
Lenahan went into Oppenheim’s place 
or not. 

The purpose of the prosecution is to 
attack n on the stand.

Carter will make one of the strongest 
witnesses, and the defense will put him 
on the stand. While he cannot swear 

itively as to the date that he met 
urrant and Ross together, he is fairly 
certain that he is not mistaken. The 
attorneys for the defense are in hopes 
that Carter will be able to swear posi- 
tively to the date when he takes the 
stand.

It is thought that several of the col- 
lege boys will testify to having seen 
the accused between 1 and 2 o’clock 
on the afternoon of April 3, but if any 
will give evidence to the fact that Dur- 
rant was in the college until 1:30 lock, 
it is not known. The attorneys for 
the defense are building much on what 
E.. A. Diggins will testify to. Diggins 
is a member of the sophomore class, 
but frequently attended the senior-class 
lectures, There he met the defendant. 
The latter claims that he spoke to Dig- 
gins Auring Dr. Cheney’s lecture on the 
afternoon that Blanche Lamont disap- 
peared, but Durrant's memory is rather 
hazy just at present. * 

When proceedings are opened tomor- 
row, Charles Lenahan will be called to 
the stand to testify to taking a diamond 
ring somewhat resembling the one worn 


Oppenheim. At first’ a great deal of 
Importance was attached to this wit- 
ness by the defense, but of late his 
testimony has lost weight, as he did 
not visit the store until the afternoon 
of April 13. Again Lenahan does not 
bear the slightest resemblance to Dur- 
rant, and it is not possible that one 
could be mistaken for the other.

Rev. Gibson has allowed himself to 
be interviewed for publication, and the 
first question asked was: “What do 
you think of Mr. Deuprey’s speech as 
an argument in defense of Mr. Dur- 
rant?” 

“Well, it is a mystery to me how any 
man of Mr. Deuprey’s age and experi- 
ence could deliver such 4 reckless talk, 
when he had in his hand the life or 
death of a fellow-being. Reading be- 
tween the lines, it is easy to see that 
the speech was not the one he intended 
to deliver. It resembles the sermon pre- 
pared on Sunday morning after the 
preacher discovered that for various 
reasons he could not use the one he 
had worked on for weeks.“ 

“Why did you remain silent so long?“ 

“Because, as a witness, I had no right 
to talk, and I was willing to take my 
share of newspaper criticism.” : 
“Do ͤ vou think the situation 
changed?“ * 

“Yes. Iam virtually accused of mur- 
der. My name is singled out from 
among all the witnesses and uttered in 
loud tones to the jury. Mr. Deuprey 
has declared the fight on. The issue 
now. according to him, is hetween W. H. 
T. Durrant and myself. The speech 
gives me the right to conclude that W. 
H. T. Durrant concurs in the accusa- 
tions; he, through hi sattorney, accuses 
me of having some connection with the 
murder of Blanche Lamont. The pub- 
lic must have noticed that I never ac- 
cused him of such a crime.” 

Rev. Gibson talked in a sarcaStic 
manner about Deuprey, and when 
asked what he would do if he were or- 
rested, said ironically that he would 
send for Deuprey to defend him. 

“Were you surprised at his charge 
against you?” 

“Not at all. His accusation is in har- 
mony with all the actions of the de- 
fense from the beginning. You surely 
think I am very simple if you suppose 
I have been in ignorance of the work 
going on in the ‘underground railway.’

The manner in which Spreckels has 
taken care of the men who remained 
true to him has strengthened him with 
the workers of the party who are al- 
ways anxious to know just where they 
will drop after the battle is over. Col. 
Burns ts also aligning his forces and 
preparing for a battle royal, though it 
is rather early in the day for active op- 
erations to commerce. The Supervisors 
who threw out the Spreckels men are 
now considering the advisability of an 
ote ony upon the clerks of the Police 


Another interesting contest will soon 
arise for an important office which will 
again give Spreckels and Col. Burns an 
opportunity to measure swords. The 
term of office of Fire Commissioner 
Brown will expire in December. His 
successor will be appointed by the 
Board of Supervisors and the naming 
of the appointee will be the end which 
both divisions of the Republican camp 
will endeavor to obtain. 

The lines are clearly drawn among 
the Republicans. Burns controls the 
Board of Supervisors, while Spreckels 
owns the County Committee. Since 
Burns is just now in a position to affect 
patronage, he may seem to have the 
upper hand. Spreckels is contending 
for the control of affairs during the next 
campaign and his people are therefore 
content to await what the future may 
have in store for them. Since the ac- 
tion of the Supervisors on Monday last 
in displacing a number of the Spreckels 
appointees, the fight between the two 
rival leaders has become more bitter 
than ever. The probabilities now are 
that the Supervisors will throw out of 
place all of the men in the employ of 
the city over whom they have jurisdic- 
tion that were appointed by Spreckels. 
The preliminary round has already 
taken place and the second bout win 
come off today, if the arrangements 
are properly carried out. The clerks of 
the Police Court will be attacked, then 
the prosecuting attorneys and other 
place-holders, whose scalps are wanted 
to decorate the belts of those who fol- 
low Col. Burns. The uncertain tenure 
of their offices has, therefore, caused 
considerable dismay in the ranks of 
the supervisorial appointees at the 
city hall.

For Eureka 54 deg., Fresno 76, Inde- 
pendence 72, Los Angeles 72, Red Bluff 
78, Sacramento 73, San Francisco 64, 
San Luis Obispo 66, and San Diego 68. 
As compared with the normal tempera- 
ture, an excess of heat ig reported as 
follows for the places named: Eureka, 
normal conditions; Fresno, an excess of 
heat of 4 deg.; Los Angeles, 4; Red 
Bluff, 9; Sacramento, 6; San Francisco, 
3; San Diego, 2. 

No rainfall has been reported, which 
shows a deficiency as compared with 
the normal precipitation of .30 of an 
inch at Eureka, .07 of an inch at Fresno, 
Sacramento, San Francisco and San 
Diego; .60 of an inch at Los Angeles and 
14 of an inch at Red Bluff. The ab- 
normally warm, dry and cloudless 
weather has been of the greatest benefit 
possible for the raisin-makers and for 
those who are drying late fruit, such as 
prunes, pears and. peaches, and is also 
excellent weather for harvesting the 
bean crop, which crop suffered very 
severely from the extremely high winds 
of the 2list of September in Ventura 
county, the winds called “Santa Anas”’ 
coming much earlier than usual in 
Southern California.

ALIENS AND CITIZENSHIP. 


Visited Upon Their Progeny. 
REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) | 
|. SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 30.— The 
question as to whether a Chinese. born 
on American soil is a citizen of the 
United States is to be tested in the 
courts. Wong Kim Ark came here re- 
cently from China, demanding a land- 
ing on the ground that he is a native 
of California. The collector of the oprt, 
while admitting his nativity, refused 
him landing, claiming that he is-not an 
American citizen, This decision was in 
accordance with an arrangement al- 
ready made with the Attorney-General, 
who is anxious to test the right of na- 
tive-born Chinese to land here. 

According to the contention cf thé 
government, a person born in the 
| United States must not be at the time 
of his birth subject to any fcreign 
power, thug making it indispensable to 
citizenship’ by birth that the parent 
be then an American citizen, for if 
the father be alien the child will be 
subject to the country of the fire. In 
other - words, to be an American by 
birth one must be born in America and 
of American parents. 

If this contention of the government 
is upheld, the standing of all people 
born in the United States of alien par- 
ents will be greatly affected. If the 
decision in the local courts is not fa- 
vorable to the government, the case 
will be taken to the United States Su- 
preme Court.

hanged for the murder of Frank Sherry 
over two years ago. Myers was con- 
victed of setting fire to the Asotin Ho- 
tel at Asotin City, in which Sherry was 
burned to death.

The Great Waterway Viewed by the 
Congressmen.

PETALUMA, Sept. 30.—Senators 
White and Perkins, Congressmen Bar- 
ham and Hilborn, United States Engi- 
neers Maj. Heuer and Lieut. Potter ar- 
rived here this morning. They were re- 
ceived by a committee of citizens and 
viewed Petaluma and the river from the 
top of the Golden Eagle flour-mills. Then 
they boarded the electric launch Hettie 
B., and made a tour of McNear’s canal 
and basin and the creek from the head 
of navigation to Lakeville Club-house, 
where a hearty lunch was served.

IN ELECTRICITY. 


FIRST USES OF THE NIAGARA rabies 
ELECTRIC PLANT. 


The Long-distance Telephone and 
the Telegraph—The New Electric 
Pen—A Brooklyn BElectrician’s 
Unique Device. 


One of the first uses to which the 
current generated at the large Niagara 
Falls electric plant has been put is the 
manufacture of aluminium, from baux- 
ite, by electrolysis. What the value 
of such a source of electric current may 
be to factories in the neighborhood of 
Niagara, to say nothing of those at a 
distance, is suggested by the fact that 
although the present aluminium works 
are constructed to produce 5000 pounds 
of pure aluminium a day, the complete 
success of the electrolytic process has 
convinced the management that the 
doubling of the resources of the fac- 
tory by its means is a comparatively 
simple matter. More pots are to be put 
in as rapidly as possible, until 16,000 
pounds of the pure metal, worth in 
small quantities 50 cents a pound, is 
being turned out daily. The process 
is described as follows: Pots contain- 
ing oxide of aluminium, or alumina, 
which is to be changed into pure alum- 
inium, are arranged in long rows in a 
large reduction-room. Each pot is lined 
with carbon, the lining forming the 
negative electrode in the process of 
reduction. The positive pole consists 
of a row of copper rods, terminating 
in a huge carbon anode, which extends 
into the pot. The oxide, in a pulver- 
ized state, looking very muc like 
flour, is placed in the pot, the carbon 
anodes extending thro 25 the mass, 
and the current, carried by great cop- 
per rods through the entire length of 
the rows of pots, is turned on. The 
electricity is allowed to do its work 
for twenty-four hours, after which the 
pure aluminium is drawn out and cast 
into ingots. By the new process the 
aluminium, which is arated from the 
ore by the action of the electricity, 
and the fluxes used to facilitate melt- 
ing, accumulate about the negative 
electrode, which, in this case, is the 
carbon-lined bottom of the pot. The 
ingenuity of this arrangement is evi- 
dent. The tremendous current heats 
the carbon of both the lining and the 
anodes to the point of whiteness, and 
the melting of the ore by this heat is 
an important factor in the manufac- 
ture of the metal. As it is ladled from 
the pots it looks like ordinary lead. 
heated to a red heat, but when poured 
into the molds it glistens with almost 
snow-like whiteness, and the roughly- 
cast ingots thus produced have the lus- 
ter of polished silver. 


SENDING MAILS BY TELEGRAPH. 


It has long been seen that the long- 
distance telephone service was becom- 
ing a formidable competitor with the 
telegraph for some of the most profit- 
able business. It is now stated author- 
itatively that the telephone is used at 
least ten times as often as the tele- 

raph, and, while the latter service 

s not increase apprec 
telephone habit is gaining ground in 
a most remarkable manner. The tele- 
phone average in the United States is 
already ten messages per year per 
head of the entire population, as 
against an annual average of about one 
telegram per head. The disparity in 
the use of the two services is seen 
in the official estimate that the ordi- 
nary subscriber uses his telephone ten 
times a day. A further proof of the 
growing domination of the telephone 
was given last week, when the long- 
distance instrument was used whole- 
sale for convention news purposes, thus 
superseding the press telegraphic news 
systems. P. B. .De A ploneer 
telegraphist and inventor. says, in the 
face of all these facts; that, far from 
becoming a back number. the telegraph 
has not yet been made to yield its 
full measure of usefulness. Some 
months ago, Mr. Delaney published a 
proposal that the mails should be sent 
by telegraph instead of by train and 
star route. His ideas-in detail have 
now been made public. He predicts 
that two good copper wires, fed with 
mail matter on his plan, will be made 
to carry 28,000 messages of fifty words 
each per day between New York and 
Chicago, with a remarkable margin of 
profit, and with an immense accelera- 
tion in the transaction of business. 
The present number of letters carried 
daily between the two cities is put at 
forty thousand, so that Mr. Delany 
counts on securing a large proportion 
of that correspondence. His method 
of transmission is based radically on 
the use of a system of double 
dots, combined with the fami- 
far single dots, in place of the 
dash. He maintains that a singe. 
per wire of only 300 pounds to the mile, 
thus machine worked, between New 
York and Philadelphia, will carry 3000 
words per minute, whereas by the pres- 
ent hand system, thirty-eight wires 
must de worked quadruplex, or 152 
circuits, at about twenty words per 
minute. The scheme embraces the 
transcription of the tape at each end 
by the typewriter, and the delivery by 
mail. It is suggested that if the sys- 
tem is carried so far, it would be only 
a natural development of it to make a 
further economy of time and cost and 
telephone the letters to everybody who 
an instrument in his house or 
office. Mr. Delany's proposal is timely, 
and is certain to bring out some new 
and interesting points on the relative 
merits of telegraphy and telephony 
for general and special-message trans- 
mission.

steel wire. An electric current. which 
is passed through the pen from a small 
dry cell, warms the steel loop to a tem- 
perature somewhat above the fusing 
point of wax. The pen being then ap- 
plied to a thin sheet of porous Japan- 
ese paper covered with wax, melts the 
wax as it traverses the surface and the 
sheet is thus made into a stencil open 
for the transmission of ink. The sten- 
cll sheet is fixed in a frame and from it 
copies of the original writing may be 
taken to practically an unlimited ex- 
tent with an inking roller in the usual 
way. Lines of any thickness may be 
made without impairing the reproduc- 
ing power of the stencil. The invention 
is not, like so many having a similar 
purpose in view, confined to letter-copy- 
ing, but may be used for — oe 
of all kinds. The whole apparatus is 
contained in a small, compact box. 


A PHONOGRAPHIC PARSON. 


Before the phénograph had become as 
well known as it now is, a humorist 
wrote a clever story on the fact 
that in the near futurec lergymen wou 
cease to exist as social factors, as there 
would be no further use for them. The 
pulpit duties would be performed by an 
appropriately dressed lay figure 
whose diaphragm a phonograph cylin- 
der containig the lessons and the ser- 
mons for the day had been fitted. The 
sound of the phon voice could 
be intensified so as to fill the largest 
building, and animation and suitable 
action could be imparted to the figure 
by an attachment which would actu- 
ate it automatically according to the 
rise and fall of the voice. The other 
branches of ministerial work were to be 
equally well provided for. 
and eloquent cylinders were to be had 
for all kinds of public, social and do- 
mestic functions, and even in the case 
of a christening, a marriage or a fu- 
neral, instead of sending for a clergy- 
man a phonograph would he telephone 
for. The story was looked upon, of 
course, as decidedly far-fetched, and 
the writer intended it for a skit, not 
knowing that he had the gift of pro- 
phecy. A phonographic burial has act- 
ually been held at Coney Island, the 
much-frequented summer resort of New 
Yorkers. A nineteen-months-old infant, 


which had been exhibited in a tent on 


account of its abnormal size—it weighed 
ninety-two pounds—took pneumonia 
and died. When the funeral day came 
no clergyman could be found and the 
mother would not have the child bur- 
led except according to the rites of the 
church to which she belonged. ‘The un- 
dertaker had a phonograph, for which, 
as a professional curikaity, he had had 
the whole of the burial service spoken 
into a number of cylinders. The friends 
of the mother gathered at the under- 
taker’s house and the service was rev- 
erently listened to. 
anthem was heard, sung by four wen- 
blended voices, and the beautiful clos- 
ing words of the service and the bens- 
diction and the child was borne away 
to its last resting place.

DRAUGHT.

Night after night his 
well-earned rest would be broken by the 
solos, duets and choruses, which were 
given by the feline congregation in his 
back yard. One night, while he wage 
lying awake, vowing deep and sum 
mary vengeance on his tormenters, an 
inspiration came to him. He had heard 
that the cat, like the skylark, does not 
sing on the ground It must climb a 
fence to find inspiration for the out- 
pourings of its musical soul. The elec- 
trician’s backyard is surrounded by a 
high fence, which would invariably be 
studded with dim silhouettes far into 
the night; but they are there no longer.

THE OIL SITUATION. 


There are plenty of rumors afioat 
in regard to the local oil situation, but 
facts are not so easy to obtain. Wells 
continue to be sunk, although not with 
such great frequency as a few months 
ago. This is not because there has 
been any discouragement in finding oil 
within the district, but because the 
market is so unsettled that prices are 
too low to offer inducements to produc- 


Some excellent wells have been 
struck during the past few weeks in 
the extreme west end of the district, in 
the neighborhood of Rockwood and 
First streets. It is a curious fact that 
the property of Mr. Sheward, who has 
been such a determined opponent of 
the oil industry, is turning out to be 
the most valuable section of the oil 
belt, and the probability is that he will 
before long be able to get more from 
his land than the highest price at 
which the lots and improvements have 
been valued. 

The failure of several wells that have 
been bored south of First street seems 


extending southwest and northeast, as 
has generally been supposed, runs more 
in an easterly and westerly direction. 
This would bring it out along the line 
of the Southern Pacific Railway and 
through the East Side Park, and would 


de in a direct line with the Puente 


wells. It will be remembered that Mr. 
Watts, the State Board of Mineralogy 
expert, when he was here, held that the 
belt connected with Puente. 

The price of oil is still very unsati 
factory, ranging from 30 to 65 cents a 
barrel. At the lower price there is 
very little in it for the prodyeer, while 
even the higher price is t w by at 
least 20 cents. 

The Oil Exchange.is still talking 
about making arrangements for trans- 
portation, but it has been doing that 
for a considerable time now, and some 
of the members are beginning to get 
impatient. The managers of the ex- 
change keep saying that they must 
have more members before they can 
make satisfactory ararngements. It is 
not obvious why this should be neces- 
sary. It appears to be a plain busi- 
mess proposition for any capitalist or 
company to build a pipe-line to the 


thick oil, whichsome people doubt—and 
then either buy the oil in the ‘open 
market or charge a good round price 
for carrying it to San Francisco. It 
is also claimed that the amount that 
the exchange proposes to charge for 
handling the oil would soon amount to 
$100,000 a year, and more definite in- 


formation is desired by some producers 


as to what would be done with this 

The deliberations of the exchange 
have been conducted with much 
secrecy, the waiting public merely be- 
‘ing told from time to time that ar- 
rangements were on the point of be- 
ing made for the transportation of oil. 
It is perhaps partly on account of this 
star-chamber method of doing business 
that a rumor has become current dur- 


ig the past few days to the effect that 


the Standard Oil Company was working 
through the exchange to monopolize 
the oil product of Los Angeles. Natur- 


good many producers hesitate about 


-gtrenuously denied on behalf of the ex- 
change, and also by the president of 
the Union Oil Company, the claim be- 
ing advanced that if the Standard 
wishes to “get in” on the Los Angeles 
oll-field, it will have to do it throug 
the local exchange. 
When the oil industry in Los Ange- 
were a good many people who main- 
tained that the Standard Oil Company 
would soon have its grip upon the busi- 
ness. On the other hand it was argued 


that the number of small lots into 
which the oil territory of the city is 
subdivided would make it a very diffi- 
cult matter for the exchange to controi 
the situation, except at an immense 
output of money—a good deal more 
than it would be worth to them. By 
means of the exchange, it is claimed by 
some, that the Standard could easily 
become master of the situation, suppos- 
ing most of the producers joined the 
association. 

It could only be considered as a 
calamity to Los Angeles should the 
Standard Oil Company secure control 
of all or a majority of the local oil out- 
put. That corporation, as we all know, 
is just as ready to shut down a big dis- 
trict, if it so desires, as to develop it. 
It is generally known that the Stand- 
ard is the power behind the throne in 
Ventura county, where it has been 
keeping down the production of petro- 
leum until it shall have secured all 
the available ground, by taking it up 
through prospectors and others. There 
is no doubt that the production of that 
county might, within a-year, be so in- 
creased as to astonish the country if 
the company so desired. : 

Such heing the case, The Times has 
requested James C. Harvey, the special 
agent of the Standard Oil Company in 
Los Angeles, to state what the pur- 
poses of the company are in regard to 
the local oil industry. Mr. Harvey de- 
clares that, so far as he is aware, the 
company has no intention whatever of 
controlling or monopolizing the oil in- 
dustry in this city. On the contrary, 
they have instructed him that they will 
at once enter the open market here as 
purchasers of crude oil. Mr. Harvey 
has not yet received from them instruc- 
tians as to the price which they are 
prepared to pay for oil, but expects 
them in a few days. Meantime, he is 
prepared to receive propositions from 
producers. Aj first the oil will be 
shipped in tank cars, of which the 
Standard Oil Company has a large 
number available. After that it may 
be that the company will construct a 
pipe-line to the coast, but on this their 
agent here has no definite information. 
He states, however, positively, that the 
company will purchase directly from 
the producers; without the interven- 
tion of any exchange or other associa- 
tion. 

Under these circumstances it is ad- 
visable for producers to go a little 
slow before tying themselves up. The 
continued low price which is quoted for 
Los Angeles oil is undoubtedly a great 


hardship to some of the producers, but |. 


it cannot now be long before some 
capitalists or a company will avail 
themselves of the opportunity to make 
a lot of money by furnishing an out- 
let for this cheap fuel. A deposit that 
will yield such large quantities of fuel 
that is now being sold at an equiva- 
lent of $1.50 a ton for soft coal, is of 
more value than the biggest gold mine 
in the State would be. The owners of 
wells, or of oil property, have a good 
thing, and they should not permit any 
designing people to scare them into 
parting with their oil or their land for 
@ mere song. 


The fact that for the year ending 
with September 30, 1895, the coal im- 
ported by Los Angeles was less by 
$100,772 in value than the imports for 
the preceding year, and less by 881. 
284 than the imports for 1893, furnishes 
some indication of the extent to which 
the use of crude oll has superseded the 
us ot coal for fuel purposes. The fig- 
ures are even more significant when it 
is remembered that during the period 
named the city has grown rapidly, and 
would certainly have increased its con- 
sumption of coal had not the develop- 
ment of the oil industry furnished a 
cheaper fuel. It is probable that the 
consumption of imported coal will de- 
crease still further as we learn better 
how to utilize the natural fuel that is 
found so abundantly at our very doors.

A brand should also be estab- 
lished, that by skillful and painstaking 
effort shall in due time attain as high 
a reputation as has that of our Red- 
lands oranges in the markets of the 
country. We are glad to state that the 
initial steps in the movement suggested 
above are already in process,.and in 
this issue will be found a notice for a 
meeting of the lemon-growers to con- 
sider the subject. 


(Pasadena News:) The Philadelphia 
Grocery World thus speaks of the navel 
orange as grown in Calftfornia: “The 
seedless orange is fast becoming a pop- 
ular fruit. It is brought in great car- 
loads from California. The orange from 
the Pacific Coast differs from the Flor- 
ida orange in the fact that its peel is 
edible, and in general it seems to pos- 
sess more of the charactefistics of Med- 
iterranean fruit. The seedless orange is 
a variety that formerly was brought 
from Brazil. Strictly speaking, it is not 
seedless. Only an occasional specimen 
is to be found without seed, but all the 
fruit that has the seeds carries them in 
a little sac at the flower end, and seed 
is rarely, if ever, found distributed 
throughout the pulp.” | 

(Stockton Mail:) It would be a good 
thing for this State to make an exhibit 
of its products at the Industrial Fxpo- 
sition to be held in Berlin next year. 
Private letters from the German capital 
received at San Francisco urge that 
California make an exhibit of wines 
and fruits. It is stated that there are 
many Germans who are desirous of 
making investments of a more lucrative. 
kind than they can find at home, and 
that a good display of our products 
would attract their attention to Cali- 
fornia. 

(San Diego Union) If e on- 
growers of Southern California. would 
obtain the best results of their industry, 
they will have to enter into some sys- 
tem like that of the exchanges which 
handle the orange crop. The necessity 
for an organization of that kind is very 
clearly set forth by N. W. Blanchard 
of Santa Paula in a paper recently read 
by him before the Ventura Farmers’ In- 
stitute. He says: “I was in San Fran- 
cisco. the latter part of April, this year, 
and there found every commission- 
house full of lemons and oranges. It 
was the season of the year when there 
was no other fruit, bananas perhaps 
excepted, dnd each house was trying to 
sell and was selling at all prices. No 


uniformity of prices existed between | 


houses for the same grade ot fruit. In 


many instances, neither lemons nor 
oranges were bringing cost; the market 
was glutted, and lemons could not be 
sold at 4 profit to the grower. A visit 
at that time would convince any one 
of the need of some business system of 
marketing lemons. At this season of 
the year, when the demand exceeds sup- 
ply, there is not felt any need of organ- 
igation, but the necessity will grow 


ter each year.“

The Repairing of the Fire Hydrants 
* Again Discussed. . 


On motion made in the Councik yes- 
terday by President Teed that a certain 
fire hydrant in the Fifth Ward be re-. 
paired, opened afresh the discussion 
upon the vexed quéstion as to whether 
the city or the water company must do 
the work. — Councilman Savage ex- 
plained that he meant to include in his 
motion. made last week to return the 
$50 deposited by the water company 
with the Treasurer, a direction to the 
water company to continue repairing 
the fire hydrants at its own expense. 
The minutes did net show that this mo- 
tion was made by the Councilman, so 
he promptly made the motion yester- 
day, when informed of his error. In 
addition to this action, President Teed 
presented the following motion, which 
was adopted by the Council: 

“That the Superintendent of Street 
Sprinkling repair the fire hydrant at the 
corner of Figueroa street and Twenty- 
eighth street, and keep an accurate ac- 
count of the cost of the same, and that 
the Superintendent of Street Sprink- 
ling be instructed to demand of the 
City Water Company the payment of 
the said bill.“ 

The following communication was 
presented to the Council by Council- 
man Stockwell: 

“To. the Honorable Council: Some 
time since a contract was let for the 
sewering of Chestnut and other streets 
in the same district, at 77 cents per lin- 
eal foot, but the bills are now being 
presented for $1.20 per lineal foot. As 
the incidental expenses connected with 
the matter cannot posssibly amount to 
this difference, we ask for an investl- 
gation.” 

The above is signed by nearly all the 
property-owners in the district. The 
City Engineer informed the Council 
that the incidental expense connected 
with the work amounted to $399, the 
most of this money having beén used 
for inspeetor’s fees. After some discus- 
sion of the question, it was referred to 
the Sewer Committee. y

THE SUPREME COURT, 


A Big Santa Barbara Mortgage Sait 
Decided, 

A decision sent down yesterday from 
the Supreme Court affirmed the judg- 
ment in favor of the plaintiff given by 
the lower court in the suit for fore- 
closure of note and mortgage brought 
by James A. Blood of Santa Barbara 
against the La Serena Land and Water 
Company, and involving the ownership 
of the Blood ranch, worth $105,000. 

In the year 1887 Mr. Blood authorized 
his nephew, also named James A. Blood, 
a real estate broker, to sell the 350 acres 
in question for the price of $105,000. 
agreeing to pay him a commission of 
$5000, contingent upon his effecting a 
sale. The broker associated several 
other persons with him and so formed 
the defendant corporation for the pur- 
pose of buying the land, the broker be- 
ing the secretary of the company and 
conducting the negotiations, 

A deed of the land was given to the 
corporation by Mr. Blood, who received 
& note and mortgage as security tor the 
second payment of the agreed purchase 
price, the first payment, about $37,500. 
being made in cash. There was no for- 
mal olution of the board of directors 
authofizing the purchase of the land. 
or the issuance’of the note and mort- 
gage, nor was the seal affixed to the 
document ever adopted as the corporate 
seal by any direct action of the board 
for that purpose. 

The corporation took possession of the 
land, and the directors authorized the 
survey and subdivision of it into lots, 
blocks and streets, fixing prices for the 
sale of the subdivisions and letting 
other portions of the land for tempo- 
rary purposes. In 1888 about eight 
acres were deeded back to the plaintiff 
by resolution of the board, and for the 
consideration of $3750, and the year 
after about fifteen acres were conveyed 
to one Thompson in the same manner. 
the plaintiff joining in the conveyance. 

The corporation had the land culti- 
vated and all the proceeds from the 
sales of land and crops were paid to the 
plaintiff on the note in question. In 
April, 1889, the bokrd of directors passed 
a resolution as to the impossibility of 
selling the property covered by the 
mortgage, either in whole or in part. 
owing to the great depression in real 
estate, and requested Blood to accept 
the proceeds of the ranch in lieu of m- 
terest on the company’s indebtedness 
to him, and to assume the manage- 
ment of the ranch. This proposal was 
acceded to by the plaintiſt and was 
carried into effect. 

In May, 1892, Blood filed his comp- 
laint to foreclose the mortgage, and the 
only defense made by the answer was 
that the defendant never authorized the 
execution of the note and mortgage. 
The corporation then filed a cross-com- 
plaint stating that the board of direct- 
ors was not privy to the purchase of 
the land, that it had never appropriated 
to itself the profits thereof, and that a 
resolution had been passed directing the 
president to reconvey the land to Blood. 
and that such a deed had been offered 
and rejected. In this cross-complaint 
the defendant prayed that the note 
and mortgage be declared void. 

The trial was in November, 1892, and 
the decision in favor of the plaintiff is 
affirmed upon the ground that the de- 
fendant corporation had full knowledge 
of all the transactions, and practically 
consented to the dual agency of the 
broker in both selling and purchasing 
the land.

“A DISCUSSION OVER PROF. LOWE'S 
DESIRED FRANCHISE. 


— 


As Much as He Has Done for Pasa- 
dena This is the First Favor He 
Has Asked—Other Electric Com- 
pany Opposing. 


PASADENA, Sept, @0.--(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) * wince the days 
when the wrangle over the entrance of 
the Southern Pacific into Pasadena was 
at its height has there been 80 much 
eloquence dispensed as was vented by 
the attorneys for and against the 

' gcheme proposed by Prot. Lowe last 
Monday to have a franchise granted to 
him to permit an electric road on Los 
Robles avenue. Mr. Metcalf set the 
ball rolling By declaring that the fran- 
chise was ready, and asking the board 
to,eonsider it. It had come to the ears 
of Ant people desiring the franchise 
that there was objection to it, and they 
had been hustling all day to get a peti- 
tion of property-owners to ask that the 
franchise be granted. Such property- 
owners as have property on other 
streets contiguous to Los Robles ave- 

ue, as well as on that street, were 
st largely represented, for, as one of 
that class naively said in private con- 
versation ‘the other day, The road 
would depreciate my Los Robles ave- 
nue property, but it would raise values 
on adjacent streets, and I could move 
off Los Robles when the road is in 
operation.” Yet after the eloquence 
had soared over the heads of the Coun- 
cil and the large audience that crowded 
the chamber, and had rung changes in 
the ears of the enchanted listeners, the 
obdurate Trustees refused to grant the 
“special privilege” franchise, and she 
whole matter was deferred one week, 
in order that Judge Weed might be 

resent. Besides Mr. Metcalfe, C. J. 

illetts was heard in favor of Prof. 
Lowe, and that gentleman himself 
handed a long defense Of his petition 

to the clerk, who read it to the Coun- 
cil. It recited the benefits which the 
Mt. Lowe Hotel had conferred on Pasa- 
dena, and stated that Prof. Lowe had 
faith in California when other people 
had lost faith, and had rejected a sal- 
ary of $25,000 a year for his services as 
an engineer to come here and cast his 

- Jot in Pasadena. He said that he had 
been hurt by the lack of appreciation 
which had met him in some quarters, 
and by the envy and jealousy of those 
who sought to profit by his enterprises 

without being of any aid to them. He 
said that for the first time in five years 
residence he appeared before the Coun- 
cil to ask for a franchise that would 
benefit the whole people as well as him- 
self, and that his only opponent in the 
_ scheme was a non-resident who was not 
interested in the development of moun- 
tain travel or the industries he was 
trying to build up. He did not name 
the individual, and the Council asked 
no questions on that score. 

E. C. Webster, for the Pasadena and 
Pacific Electric road, said that when 
the road was first contemplated it was 
understood that it should be built to 

Altadena, for the express purpese of ac- 
commodating Prof. Lowe's traffic. He 
gaid that in good faith they had signed 
contracts to build the road, had re- 

” eelved the franchise, and would give 
bonds that the Fair Oaks-avenue line 
and the e-street and Colorado line 
would be completed and running in one 
hundred days. He asked that the Coun- 
ell should not permit Prof. Lowe to 
cripple an enterprise already under way 
by granting him what he asked. Mr. 
Metcalfe made a strong appeal for the 
professor and commiserated the people 
upon Los Robles avenue because they 

. had to trudge through the dust to get 

the electric cars. Mr. Sherman then 
came forward and in a plain and pleas- 
ant way said he was in favor of giving 
Prof. Lowe the fullest credit for his en- 
terprise and progress, and that he hon- 
ored him for both, and that it was not 
the province of the Pasadena and Los 
Angeles road to oppose progress.

Another Mexican was stabbed 
there last night, making the second af- 
fray of the kind within three days. As 
in the former case, the sober members 
of the camp captured the assailant and 
held him until the arrival of the offi- 
cers. 

George Mapstead was sworn in as a 
special deputy sheriff Saturday even- 
ing, and none too early, for last night 
he wes called to the camp, and found a 
Mexican stabbed in two places, one 
wound being in the left arm and the 
other in the abdomen. According to the 
story told, the wounded man had been 
lying on the ground asleep, when his 
assailant approached and plunged a 
fruit knife into his sleepimg victim. 
How serious the wounds are Mapsteaa 
did not know, but he at once secured 
the fell who made the assault ana 
brought him to this city this morning. 
The main portion of the grape-pickers 
camped at Etiwanda are peaceable, and 
if the gamblers could be kept out ot 
the camp, there would be no trouble. 
The latter bring liquor with them, and 
this is directly responsible for the law- 
lessness prevailing, and against which 
the people of Etiwanda are almost pow- 
erless. Not only do the Mexicans fight 
among themselves, but children and 
residents of the town are not free from 
assault.
